and besides is a connoisseur of no ineaa 
quality in everything drinkable. No 
one ever saw him drink more of any al- 
coholio liquor than the half dozen drops 
he sips before passing 'a wonderfully 
near infallible verdict on a sample. Nev-. 
ertboless Johnson remarked one day to , 
a. friend that ho took an occasional 
spree. "Not an alcoholic drunk,"he 
explained, '' but a hasheesh vision.''

"HasheeshI" exclaimed the other. 


"Why, I've always regarded that as 
more dreadful than spirits." . 
| 


"Perhaps it is," replied Johnson. "I 


don't advise any one to uso it. But in 
parts of Europe and in all oriental coun- 
tries many persons uso hasheesh as I do. 
The effect of the-drug taken in the 
larger quantity is to stimulate the im- 
agination. It seems to release the soul 
from the body's bonds. Fatigue, depres- 
sion, mental weariness, business cares, 
all harassments, in fact, are thrown off, 
and tho mind revels in an abnormal and 
pleasurable superactivity. I never espe- ; 
rienced any unpleasant reaction. 
j 


"Porso:as of different temperaments 


are affected in different ways. I knew a I 
man who 'wanted to try' a dose of 
hasheesh with mo. He had a most un- 
pleasant time of it. He said that hia 
mental sufferings were indescribable, ! 
fear, or rather apprehension, of some- 
thing mysterious and more grewsome 
than all the ghost stories ever told rolled 
into one avrful horroi oppressing him 
throughout the short time that he was 
under the spell of the hemp. He never 
will try it again, for which I am glad, 
for he might get into the habit of it. 


Johnson's business takes him among 


pharmacists a good deal, and by way of 
adding to his disclaimer of being a 
hasheesh slave he remarked that every 
druggist has among his customers one 
or moro opium "fiends" who do not 
feel-the bondage of the drug, although 
they are enslaved. "I saw a clerk mak- 
ing 100 small powders of morphine one 
day," said Johnson, "and I asked him 
why ho was putting tip so many. The 
clerk replied that • he put up that num- 
ber every Thursday for a certain -lady 
on renewal of, a physician's prescrip- 
tion. The physician had authorized the 
renewal, and the. patient had been tak- 
ing the morphia for several'years in the 
same quantity. 
Tho habit probably 


grew out of tho drug having been' pre- 
scribed originally for the relief of some 
obstinate paiu. The patient only knew 
that the powders kept her pain away. 


"This same drug clerk also told of 


the successful cure of a sufferer from 
the opium habit, another lady who re- 
alized her situation and longed to be 
free. She went to live at her physician's 
house. She had been drinking so much 
laudanum a day. The doctor began by 
allowing her the equivalent in mor- 
phine in caps-ales, taken at the hours at 
which she had been accustomed to take 
the liquid. He kept her on a nourishing 
and stimulating diet and very gradual- 
ly, without the patient's knowledge, 
reduced tho size of the doses of morphia. 
" After a time he substituted for one of 


the morphine capsules daily one of the 
same appearance, filled with cinchoni- 
dia, an alkaloid of Peruvian bark like 
quinine, but weaker. The patient did 
not feel the difference. Another cincho- 
nidia capsule was substituted daily of ti- 
er another week or two, and so on, until 
after some months the habitue was tak- 
ing nothing but cinehonidia one day, 
with, perhaps, two morphine doses the 
next. As gradually as before these 
were eliminated, and the patient was 
told ono day that she had had no mor- 
phia for a month. She was surprised 
and incredulous, but she at last real- 
ized that she was cured. I clon't know 
that every one could be freed from the 
opium habit in that manner. 


"The druggist's clerk told me of a 


fellow employee of his who had a pas- 
sion for ether. Ho had found him sev- 
eral times asleep or dozing in a heap of 
excelsior packing in the cellar, and at 
last discovered that tho young man had 
been staling ether. 'Ho would saturate 
a sponge, put it into a pasteboard coue, 
hold it over his nose, and thus antes- 
thetize -himself. You know that the 
sensation of passing under the influence 
of ether is very pleasant. It is akin to 
tho exhilaration of alcohol. Tho patient 
about to be operated upon is in a state 
of high spirits, no matter how great his 
anxieties may be, as soon as the ether 
has begun to intoxicate him. 


"But in one part of Ireland, where 


the making of 'potheen' has been 
squelched by tho excise, tho simple na- 
tives have taken to using ether—a prod- 
uct not expensively purified like that 
used by surgeons. Only instead of in- 
haling it they drink it. It induces ex- 
treme exhilaration, then sleep, and the 
drunkard awakes with a headache, a 
sick stomach and on unpleasant, sweet 
taste in tho mouth, just as the surgeon's 
patient docs. The ether drinking makes 
a man noisy and quarrelsome and reck- 
less while its exhilarating effect lasts, 
and is in other ways far worse than 
whisky.. A man may be drunk and so- 
ber again in 15 minutes. The local cler- 
gy are very bitter against the excisemen 
for driving out the comparatively harm- 
less 'potheen. '"—New York Mail and 
Express.

The Court 
ordered that H remit.;itur be sent to 
the Superior Court forthwith, which 
mean?, the lawyers sur, that the lust 
obstacle in the way of executing the 
murderer of Blanche Lament has 
bssn removed, 


A dissenting opinion was.filed bj 


Justice Qarroutte, holding that the up 
peal should 
be dismissed upon, tbe 


grounds that the time had elapsed 
As this does not interfere with the do 
cision of the court it had no effect one 
way or the other. 


As the case now stands Durrant can 


be taken before the Supreme Court to 
be sentenced immediately and the ex- 
ecution can occur at any time after ten 
days from the day Durrant is resenten- 
ced. 


It is now believed that Durrani's 


lawyers have player their last card and 
that the murderer of two innocent 
girls will pay the penalty prescribed by 
liw for his crimes on the day fixed for 
his execution. His case has passed 
through nil tbe courts, State and Fed- 
eral, and it appears that nothing more 
can be done to cheat the executioner, 
unless tho fiend is furnished with the 
means of taking his own .life, and that 
the authorities will gu«rd against. 


ASSESSOR QUTHRIE of Humboldt col- 


lected 1016 poll taxes for 1897. 
The 


registered rote of Humboldt County 
for last year was 1027 and it would 
Beam at 8rst glance that nearly every 
voter in tUe county had paid his poll 
tax, but when 135 are deducted for 
Chinamen and Japanese, 50 for nnnat- 
aralized persons, and about 200 for 
transients, it runs the number of vot- 
ers, who have paid to about 631. Add 
to these 50 who are exempt from pay- 
ment of poll tax by being over 60 years 
of age and it shows that over 330 of the 
voters of Humboldt County will be 
shut ont next year under tbe new law. 


The returns from Ormsby and Hum- 


boldt already show 500 or "more voters 
short on their poll tax for 1897. It the 
returns of tbe Assessors of the remain- 
ing counties in the state show a com- 
parative failing off, the total will reach 


very nearly the 3,000 mark. 


From the. outlook the total vote of 


the state at next years election will be 
largely decreased in comparison to 
former years and it will be very hard 
;o guess on majorities until tbe rotes 
are counted. 


THE'Ogden Standard says that with- 


in the next thirty days there will bo 
filed in the Second District Court in 
Ogden Borne twenty-five or thirty suits 
against the Union Paoific, Southern 
Pacific and Oregon Short Line rail- 
roads, claiming the damages as the re- 
sult of the alleged black-listing of 
striking or other employes. 


THE Inter-State Commerce Commis- 


sion has decided to extend for two 
years the period within which the rail- 
roads must comply with the Act of 
Congress requiring all railroads to be 
equipped with safety appliances for 
the protection of the employes and 
passengers.

Cut in several pieces, skim, add salt, 
skim again and let boil gently until 
the liquor is leduced one-half; strain, 
cool and skim, and if boiled properly 
and long enough an excellent jelly will 
result. Too violent boiling makes the 
stock cloudy and dark. Stock should 
never be allowed to stand and cool in 
the pot in which it is cooked. Pour 
into an earthen dish, let atand to oool 
uncovered, when all fat should be re- 
moved and saved to clarify for drip- 
pings. The stock is then ready for use 
as wanted for soaps. Never boil vege- 
tables with stock as they will cause it 
to become sour.
